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KSP investigating 
murder on Ticky Fork

Kentucky State Police Detective Paul 
Blanton said the department is still inves¬ 
tigating the death of a man who was shot 
multiple times on Ticky Fork last week. 

Jackie Rogers, 50, of Ticky Fork Road in 
Ravenna, was found in the basement of his 
garage by family members Thursday morn¬ 
ing after coworkers alerted his family he 
hadn’t been to work for several days. 

Rogers’ uncle, Clay Hatton, found his body 
and called local authorities who requested 
assistance from the KSP. 

Blanton said foul-play is suspected and 


Rogers’ death is being investigated as a 
homicide. 

Authorities also said the body was likely 
left in the home for several days before 
being found and reported. 

Rogers was taken to the State Medical 
Examiners Office in Frankfort for an autop¬ 
sy Friday. An exact cause of death has not yet 
been confirmed. 

At press time, KSP had not released any 
information concerning suspects or motive 
for the murder. 

Services for Rogers, who wasn’t mar¬ 
ried and had no children of his own, were 
Monday at Warren F. Toler Funeral Home.

Burglar arrested after 
victims, police chase

An Irvine man has been arrested and is 
facing multiple charges after sending police 
and his victims chasing him through the city 
last week. 

Justin Mosley, 20, of Crabtree Lane, was 
arrested and charged with theft by unlawful 
taking over $500, second-degree burglary, 
second-degree fleeing and evading police, 
resisting arrest and public intoxication last 
week after being caught burglarizing a home 
in the 600 block of Broadway. 

Irvine Police Department Officer Kenny 


Brandenburg, IPD Chief Brad Smith and 
Estill County Sheriff’s Deputy Karl Rifenbark 
responded to a call that the victim of the bur¬ 
glary, Stacye Bealer, of 607 Broadway, and 
witnesses were chasing after the suspect. 

Mosley had been caught taking over $500 
worth of property from Bealer’s home. 

When he realized he had been caught, he 
fled on foot. 

Bealer and other witnesses chased Mosley 
to the Oak Street area where he dropped the 
stolen items and continued running until he 
reached Dr. Long’s office.

Helping Hands Outreach Ministry 
(HHOM) is extending yet another 
service to the school-aged children 
of Estill County beginning later this 
month. 

Monday night the group is host¬ 
ing a community-wide block party 
to kick-off a new tutoring program 
offered to students in kindergarten 


through twelfth grade. 

The program, called Project Hope, 
is designed to offer extra help with 
homework, especially in reading. 

“We want to give kids the out¬ 
look that just because you can’t read 
doesn’t mean you’re bad,” HHOM 
Director Debbie Rison said. 

Adult tutors volunteer and are 
assigned to tutor a student every 
Wednesday night at the Christian 
Worship Center (CWC). 

Retired Estill County teacher Lori 
Dawes will head up Project Hope. 

Dawes taught for 27 years before 
retiring in May. She spent 26 years 
teaching at West Irvine Elementary 
School. For the last 10 years she 
taught fifth grade. 


She said she thinks Project Hope 
is important for the community 
because any sort of education is 
beneficial for the children. 

“This program is there to encour¬ 
age children and boost their confi¬ 
dence,” she said. “Any program that 
educates students is helpful to the 
community.” 

Although the program is head¬ 
quartered at the CWC, it is spon¬ 
sored by several of the churches in 
the community. 

Youth Resource Center directors 
at each of the local schools would be 
responsible for pinpointing students

Irvine discusses out-of-order hydrants, sets date for surplus sale

In a short meeting, the Irvine City 
Council discussed several surplus 
fire engines owned by the city, a 
number of fire hydrants that are not 
working and safety concerns for kids 
playing in the road on Broadway. 

In his report to the council Fire 
Chief Tony Murphy discussed a 
structure fire on Rosebud Lane last 


week. He said the department was 
able to put the blaze out quickly 
but they had to use what water was 
available in the engine because of a 
fire hydrant that was out of order. 

Murphy said this hydrant, located 
on Rosebud and Turner Avenue, 
isn’t the only one in the city that isn’t 
working. 

The Irvine Fire Department does 
inspections of each hydrant two 
times each year and submits a report 


to the water company specifying 
which hydrants aren’t working. 

Murphy said this hydrant and oth¬ 
ers have been brought to the atten¬ 
tion of officials at Irvine Municipal 
Utilities (IMU). 

“It’s really disappointing when we 
get to a fire and realize the hydrant 
can’t be used,” he said. “And, it’s dan¬ 
gerous. I think it’s an issue we need 
to press. We need to make sure these 
hydrants are working.” 


Farmer said he would discuss 
having the hydrants fixed with Bee 
Williams at IMU this week. 

Councilwoman Nelle Williams 
asked Murphy about the status of 
two fire engines that sit in a parking 
lot on Broadway. 

The trucks both work but need 
several small repairs for which parts 
are hard to come by. 

Murphy said Engine 4 is not being 
used anymore, either. 


Councilman Tobo Bryant asked 
if there were any fire departments 
Murphy knew of in need of engines. 

“We aren’t going to make any 
money from those,” he said. “If we 
do good and give them to another 
department, good will come back 
to us.” 

Councilman Billy Arthur asked

Farm field day events include 
farm tours near the river

On Tuesday, Oct. 2, the 2012 Extension 
Farm Field Day featured tours of the Tom 
Hart and Roger Carter farms on Old Landing 
Road near the Kentucky River, as well as 
other informational programs. 

Presenters talked about several subjects 
relevant to area farmers. Tom Hart explained 
some of the improvements he’s made to his 
farm with the help of conservation cost-share 
programs. One of those was the installation 
of grade stabilization structures, which help 
reduce erosion and water runoff into the 
river. 

Another was to install heavy use area 
protection near gates and water tanks where 
there is a lot of livestock or tractor traffic. 
This protection reduces wear and tear on pas¬ 
tures and helps prevent the tracking of mud 
onto public roadways. 

Jeff Lehmkuhler, UK Extension Beef 
Specialist, cautioned farmers to be smart 
about purchasing supplemental feeds. UK 
Extension Forage Specialist, Ray Smith, spoke 
about sowing pastures and best times to plant 
clover, alfalfa, etc. He also discussed no-till 
methods of seeding. 

The tour continued at the Roger “Coyote” 
Carter farm just a few miles past the Hart 
farm. Carter also had installed some grade 
stabilization structures, as well as high tensile 
fencing to keep cattle out of the river. He had 
an underground water tank installed below 
a mountain spring on his property to supply 
five livestock watering tanks in the pastures 
near the river. 

Cost share programs are available through 
the county extension office and the conserva¬ 
tion office for projects like these. Sam Miller, 
NRCS District Conservationist, encouraged 
people to apply every year for the programs. 
He emphasized that not everyone will be 
funded every time, but most will eventually 
get some funding if they keep applying. 

Roger and Mary Carter are new at bee¬ 
keeping, but Phil Craft, a retired State 
Apiarist, provided some helpful information 
about managing bees. He noted that bees are 
now busy making honey from fall flowers 
like goldenrod and asters and said beekeep¬ 
ers might notice a bad odor when walking 
near their hives. Craft said the honey is not 
ruined, but the fall flowers produce a darker, 
stronger-smelling honey. Fall honey is typi¬ 
cally not harvested, but left to sustain the 
bees through winter. 

Craft said this past summers extreme 


heat didn’t seem to harm the bees. He said 
drought conditions cause flowers to dry up, 
which reduces the bee’s food sources and 
affects the amount of honey they produce, 
but that they tolerate heat well. 

People often place hives in the shade, 
but apiarists have noticed pests—mites and 
beetles—that pose a threat to bees also seem 
to prefer shade. Research is showing bees 
tolerate heat so well, that bee keepers are now 
being advised to place hives out in the open. 

Finally, Sam Miller spoke to farmers about 
options for removing dead livestock from 
the farm. Currently, farmers can call for free 
dead livestock pick-up, and the animal will be 
taken to the landfill at no charge. 

Some landfills are banning the burial of 
dead animals from their landfills, although 
the local one is not yet one of them. 

Miller said Eastern Kentucky University 
did some research at Meadowbrook Farm 
with livestock composting. They found they 
could place a thick layer of wood chips or 
sawdust on a concrete slab, place the dead 
animal on top of that, then mound a thick 
layer of wood chips over it. Within six weeks, 
the animal was composted so that little was 
left of it except some of the largest bones. 

A permit is required to operate a livestock 
composting pad, but there is cost-share fund¬ 
ing available. 

For children and adults who did not wish 
to participate in farm tours, there were 
other informational sessions offered at the 
extension office as well as activities for kids. 
Following field day events, participants met 
back at the county extension office for BBQ 
and door prizes. 

Eric Baker, Estill County Extension Agent, 
said 103 people registered for the event, 
which was sponsored in part by Estill County 
Farm Bureau Federation & Insurance Agency, 
Estill County Cattlemen’s Association, Estill 
County Conservation District, Citizen’s 
Guaranty Bank, BB&T, Hardy Oil, Mountain 
View Veterinary Clinic, and Rogers’ 
Construction. 

“Extension Farm Field Day is a wonderful 
community event that promotes agriculture 
and showcases good farming practices,” he 
said. “Our mission is to provide research- 
based educational programming that will 
improve people’s lives.”

Fiscal Court approves 
resurfacing of 14 county roads 

The Estill County Fiscal Court agreed to 
enter into an agreement with the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet and the Department 
of Rural and Municipal Aid to receive over 
$300,000 of Rural Secondary Funds for resurfac¬ 
ing on parts of 14 county roads. 

The roads included in the agreement are 
Reges Road, Driftwood Drive, Alberta Drive, 
Phyllis Ann Court, Brittany Lane, Bonnie Lane, 
Ticky Fork Drive, Drowning Creek Road, Dry 
Ridge Road, Hudson Mill Road, Wolfinbarger 
Lane, Elmer Richardson Road, Henry White 
Road and Tuttle Road. 

The total cost of the resurfacing cannot exceed 
$364,061. 


Historical Society hosting soup 
bean meal for Old Time Days 

Diane Arthur, president of the Estill County 
Historical and Genealogical Society (ECHGS), 
said a lot is required to keep the museum on 
Broadway up and running. 

Besides the hundreds of donated and loaned 
antiques and artifacts displayed in the museum, 
the building itself requires upkeep.

Museum on Broadway.

who could use extra attention and referring 
them to the program. 

Participating students would be bussed to 
the CWC and could be picked up by parents 
after tutoring or be taken home by a HHOM 
volunteer. 

To introduce the new program to the com¬ 
munity and as a fundraising effort, CWC and 
HHOM are hosting the Project Hope Block 
Party in downtown Irvine. 

Beginning at 6 p.m. Monday, Oct. 15, the 
portion of Broadway running in front of CWC 
will be blocked-off for the party. 

While most of the event is free to the com¬ 
munity there are opportunities to participate 
in drawings, silent auctions and donate to 
Helping Hands. 

Currently HHOM is aiming to purchase 


10 iPad 2s to incorporate in the tutoring pro¬ 
gram. The group needs $4,000 to purchase the 
technology. 

The iPads would be used to enhance and 
expand on the current tutoring plan in place. 

Rison said HHOM volunteers have been 
told iPad 2s are some of the best supplemen¬ 
tary technology for the type of program they 
aim to establish with Project Hope. 

She said there are dozens of applications 
that can be downloaded to help the students 
learn to read. 

Dawes said she thinks using the technology 
will be exciting for the students. 

“The iPads make learning more exciting,” 
she said. “Its technology some of the students 
are already using at home and at school.” 

She also said the iPads would offer pro¬ 
grams to the students Helping Hands wouldn’t 
otherwise be able to access. 

“They would put everything they need to 
improve right there in their hands,” she said. 

There will be themed baskets, including one 


with University of Kentucky gear and a movie- 
themed basket, donated by other churches for 
the silent auction. 

The block party is open to the commu¬ 
nity and will have a number of activities for 
attendees. 

There will be live music by Word in Red, 
a Christian band, and a performance by 
Transformed, a Christian drama team. 

There will be free hot dogs and drinks. 

Churches are encouraged to set up booths 
at the block party and hand information or 
other free stuff. 

Children attending can register to win free 
toys and Kona Ice will be sold. 

Those attending are also encouraged to 


bring a can of food to donate to the Estill 
County Food Bank. 

In addition to iPads, the program is always 
in need of more tutors, Rison said. 

Rison and Dawes agreed they would like to 
see more of the retired teachers in the com¬ 
munity volunteer. 

There are no degree or education require¬ 
ments for volunteers. 

“If you can read, you can tutor,” Rison said. 
“You don’t have to be smart.’”

Rifenbark wrote in his report he spotted two males run 
into the parking lot of the office on River Drive near Peyton 
Avenue. 

Witnesses in the parking lot were pointing the two men in 
the direction Mosley had run. 

Rifenbark spotted Mosley squatted down and hiding near 
the office. 

When Mosley realized he had been seen he ran toward 
Rifenbark and attempted to run past him. Rifenbark said he 
told him several times to stop running, but Mosley wouldn’t 
cooperate. 

Rifenbark then grabbed Mosley by his shirt attempting to 
stop him. 

When he continued to resist the arrest, Rifenbark said he 
had to physically apprehend Mosley by forcing him to the 
ground and holding him there to gain control. 

Rifenbark turned Mosley over to the IPD. 

While being read his Miranda Rights, officers noticed 
Mosley was unsteady on his feet and had slurred speech. 
Rifenbark said Mosley passed out several times in his cruiser 
while being transported. 

The stolen items were returned to Bealer. 

Mosley was housed at the Estill Couny Jail and bond was 
set at $10,000 cash.

if the council could schedule a sur¬ 
plus sale for any equipment the city no 
longer uses or needs. 

The council voted to approve a sur¬ 
plus sale for Saturday, Nov. 10. 

The surplus trucks will be offered to 
other fire departments first, consider¬ 
ing Murphy finds one in need. 

In other business, the council dis¬ 
cussed children playing in the street 
on Broadway. 

Arthur, who lives on Broadway, 


brought the issue to the council’s 
attention. He said children are play¬ 
ing in the street, riding skateboards 
and bikes in the roadway instead of 
the sidewalks and often don’t move 
out of the way for oncoming traffic. 

“A kid was riding down the street 
coming straight at me,” he said. “He 
wasn’t moving so I had to actually 
swerve out of his way.” 

Councilwoman Janice Bush said she 
had a similar experience when she was 
headed to the Masonic Lodge Hall. 

“A kid was sitting on his skateboard 
to where if I hadn’t stopped before 
turning, I wouldn’t have seen him,” she 
said. “I would have hit him. This is get¬ 


ting really dangerous for the kids.” 

The council agreed the kids should 
be allowed to ride and play but they 
should be discouraged from playing 
so close to moving traffic in the road¬ 
way. 

“I don’t have anything against kids 
playing or skateboarding,” Arthur said. 
“But, someone is going to get hurt.” 

The council asked the Irvine Police 
Department to be more present in 
the area to warn some of the children 
about staying out of the roadway. The 
council also agreed to send out notices 
to Broadway residents about the issue.

There would be no shame or judge¬ 
ment placed on a six-year-old who 
asked for an MP3 player, a remote con¬ 
trol car and a puppy. 

But, some of these kids go above and 
beyond what’s expected of someone 
their age. 

They ask for toys for their little broth¬ 
ers and sisters, or a nice new car for 


their parents. They ask for a vacation for 
the whole family and they even ask for 
miracles. 

I will always remember the letter I 
read from a first grade student telling 
Santa about his sick grandma who lived 
in the nursing home. All he wanted for 
Christmas was for her to get to come 
home. 

If that doesn’t bring tears to someone’s 
eyes, I don’t know what would. 

I prayed that Christmas that his gran¬ 
ny got to spend the day with the sweet 
little boy. 

It’s stories like these that make me feel 
sad and disappointed in myself as a so- 
called “grown-up.” 

Even as a Christian, I can’t count the 
number of times I’ve walked right past 
someone with a sign asking for food 
or money for gas. Most of the time 
it’s because I’m busy and in a rush. 
Sometimes it’s because I don’t have cash. 
Other times, I’ll admit, it’s because of 
selfishness. I might be on my last $10 
before pay day and I choose to keep it 
for myself rather than share. 

That makes me a pretty bad person 
in some ways. I know it at least makes 
me not nearly as mature in my giving as 
these small children. 

That makes me feel a little shameful. 

My prayer today, as the holidays are 
approaching, is that my readers and I 
will reflect on the giving nature of the 
young children in our community and 
try to emulate some of their behavior. 

I hope the next time I see someone in 
need, I’ll be reminded of the little boy 
who shared his money with his class¬ 
mates or the child who would give back 
all his Christmas gifts to just have his 
granny at home with him. 

When I asked my Facebook friend if I 
could share her story, she said of course. 
She also said, “little boys can be rotten 
sometimes, but they never cease to have 
a big heart.” 

That’s so true.

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Extension Homemakers 
celebrate 80 years 


As the Kentucky Extension Homemaker 
Association celebrates its 80th anniversary, the 
organization continues to evolve to meet the 
needs of Kentucky families. 

Just ask Terry and Judi Little of Calloway 
County After they moved from Houston, Texas 
to Murray in 2005, Judi quickly became involved 
with the county Extension Homemakers and 
was elected county president the next year. 
When she accepted the leadership position, 
Terry joined as a mailbox member, receiving 
the county Homemaker newsletter. But he, too, 
quickly became involved teaching classes on 
basic photography, home repairs and humming¬ 
birds. Through their classes, the Littles have 
been instrumental in attracting nontraditional 
audiences to the organization. 

“This isn’t your mothers Homemakers,” 


Terry Little said. “The Kentucky Extension 
Homemakers Association began in 1932 as the 
Kentucky Federation of Homemakers. The goal 
of the organization was to unify the efforts and 
strengthen the voice of Kentucky Homemakers 
while helping them develop leadership skills and 
broaden their horizons. 

“As the KEHA state adviser since 2006, I am 
continually honored to see the spirit of leader¬ 
ship, service and education present in the organi¬ 
zation,” said Kim Henken, assistant to the direc¬ 
tor of the UK School of Human Environmental 
Sciences in the College of Agriculture. “Across 
Kentucky, KEHA members have an impact in 
local communities. The impact extends beyond 
Kentucky to the projects they support around 
the world.” 

Alice Brown from Greenup County was 


nicknamed “Mousy” until she joined Extension 
Homemakers nearly 30 years ago. She’s now 
president of the statewide organization. 

“The leadership training helped me learn 
how the county government works,” she said. 
“Homemakers are not just a bunch of crafty 
ladies. They are involved in issues at community, 
state and national levels.” 

While the organization has changed over the 
years, the Extension Homemakers have always 
emphasized family, community and leadership, 
Brown said. 

They’ve also educated many people. Helen 
Eden, a Madison County Extension Homemaker, 
remembers going to homemaker meetings with 
her mother in the 1950s. 

“It was a great opportunity for women to 
learn,” she said. “I remember my mother getting 
materials on how to do a breast self-exam. That 
was unheard of in the 1950s”. 

Extension Homemakers have donated items 
and money to a lot of worthy causes over the 
years including UK ovarian cancer research, the 
Kentucky Academy in Ghana and scholarships 
to students pursuing a degree in the UK School 
of Human Environmental Sciences. 


“It continues to amaze me how willing people 
are to participate and give of themselves,” Terry 
said. “I believe in paying it forward, and a lot of 
that happens in Homemakers.” 

The Extension Homemakers celebrated the 
milestone during their recent annual meeting at 
the Hyatt Regency and Lexington Convention 
Center. They also unveiled an 80th anniversary 
print in Kentucky artist John Ward. 

Membership isn’t just for women; men can 
also join. Estill County currently has 4 clubs 
and 22 mailbox members. Anyone interested in 
forming a new club or being a mailbox member 
(don’t belong to a club, but will get all materials 
and newsletters by mail) can call the Extension 
Office at 723-4557.

Local judge 
participates in 
2012 District 
Judges College 

District Court Judge William “Bo” Leach, who serves Estill, 
Lee and Owsley counties participated in the 2012 Kentucky 
District Judges College that took place Sept. 16-19 at Lake 
Barkley State Park in Cadiz. The Administrative Office of 
the Courts provided the judicial education program for the 
state’s District Court judges. The program included 19 hours 
of continuing education credit for the judges. 

The judges received updates on case law and legislation 
and attended sessions on best practices, technology, probate, 
extradition and cyberstalking. They also heard from Chief 
Justice of Kentucky John D. Minton Jr. about the work of the 
Kentucky Access to Justice Commission, which was formed 
to identify the most pressing legal needs of those unable to 
afford lawyers and create a statewide plan to address those 
needs. 

“Civil legal aid is a critical resource for low-income fami¬ 
lies who can’t afford an attorney for evictions, child custody 
issues and other matters,” said Jefferson District Court Judge 
Donald E. Armstrong, acting president of the Kentucky 
District Judges Association. “Chief Justice Minton encour¬ 
aged the district judges to support Kentucky’s civil legal aid 
efforts by letting citizens know how to find legal assistance 
and improving court processes for those with limited access 
to attorneys.” 

The college also included sessions on substance abuse 
issues, including courses about ignition interlock devices, 
drug testing and the Intoxilyzer equipment used statewide 
for breath-alcohol testing. 

District Court judges handle juvenile matters, city and 
county ordinances, misdemeanors, violations, traffic offens¬ 
es, probate of wills, arraignments, felony probable cause 
hearings, small claims involving $2,500 or less, civil cases 
involving $5,000 or less, voluntary and involuntary mental 
commitments and cases relating to domestic violence and 
abuse. In Fiscal Year 2011, there were 707,459 District Court 
cases statewide. 

Administrative Office of the Courts 

The AOC is the operations arm for the state court system 
and supports the activities of nearly 3,300 court system 
employees and 403 elected justices, judges and circuit court 
clerks. The AOC Division of Judicial Branch Education pro¬ 
vides continuing education for the elected officials. As the 
fiscal agent for the state court system, the AOC also executes 
the Judicial Branch budget.

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Educators continue push for safe, bully-free environments 


This is National Bullying 
Prevention Month, the National 
Education Association (NEA) has 
ramped up its efforts to make the 
nations schools and classrooms safe, 
bully-free environments for all stu¬ 
dents. 

Bullying impacts approximately 
13 million students every year, and 
some 160,000 students stay home 
from school each day because of 
bullying. This a social justice issue 
for us because bullying compromis¬ 
es students basic right to learn and 
grow in a safe environment, says 
NEA President Dennis Van Roekel. 

In a 2010 survey of more than 
5,000 NEA members, which includ¬ 
ed teachers and education support 
professionals, 62 percent indicated 
theyM witnessed bullying two 


or more times in the last month. 
Forty-one percent indicated theyKd 
witnessed bullying once a week or 
more. 

NEA provides teachers and educa¬ 
tion support professionals with pre¬ 
vention and intervention strategies 
and resources through www.nea. 
org/bullyfree and in-person train¬ 
ings. Through these resources and 
trainings, educators learn to address 
the three Bs: the student who bullies, 
the bullied, and the bystander. 

Technology has also changed the 
face of bullying. NEA has responded 
with cyberbullying and sexting pre¬ 
vention resources, and these are now 
among the most-requested by NEA 
members. 

Research shows that in and 
around schools there are bullying 


hot spotsKI such as buses, cafete¬ 
rias, playgrounds, and hallways. For 
this reason, NEA has prepared bully 
prevention resources specifically 
designed for bus drivers, food ser¬ 
vice workers, custodians, and other 
educators who work in these hot 
spots, but are often overlooked when 
it comes to school district trainings. 

In addition, NEA now offers bully¬ 
ing prevention resources for parents 
on www.nea.org/bullyfree including 
three ways parents can help educa¬ 
tors combat bullying: 

•Don’t ignore the signs. Do pay 
attention. Torn clothes, bruises, loss 
of appetite, mood changes and reluc¬ 
tance to go to school are all signs of 
a being bullied. Impulsiveness, lack 
of empathy, desire to be in control, 
arrogance, boastfulness and poor 


sportsmanship could suggest a child 
is prone to bullying behavior. 

•Don’t inadvertently make bully¬ 
ing okay. Do take care to model and 
expose positive behavior. Set ade¬ 
quate limits and disallow aggression 
toward siblings, other family mem¬ 
bers and peers. Monitor internet, 
media and television use. Situations 
where disputes are handled physi¬ 
cally, or where exclusion and manip¬ 
ulation are used to get one’s way, are 
behaviors children may mimic, Van 
Roekel points out. 

•Don’t minimize the impact of 
bullying. Do intervene as soon as 
there’s a problem. Children have 
different levels of coping. What may 
be considered teasing to one may 
be humiliating and devastating to 
another. Bullying tendencies pres¬ 


ent at a young age can become per¬ 
manent personality traits. Take any 
and all steps to address bullying 
including getting professional help. 
And be sure to inform someone in 
your child’s school that your child is 
being bullied. It’s crucial that parents 
have a contact person in the school 
whether it be a principal or assistant 
principal, a teacher or a support staff 
person. 

President Van Roekel concludes: 
Parents, families and educators are 
on the same team. The good news is 
by working together, we can create 
safe, bully-free environments for all 
students.

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Eric Baker: The ladybugs are coming

It will not be very long until lady beetles 
congregate on the sides of homes and infest¬ 
ing buildings. This phenomenon has become 
an all-too-common autumn event through¬ 
out Kentucky and much of the United 
States. The culprit is the Asian lady beetle, 
Harmonia axyridis, in search of protected 
places to spend the winter. In Kentucky, 
movement into buildings typically begins 


in mid-October,continuing through mid- 
November. 

Detailed information on this perennial 
problem is contained in UK Extension publi¬ 
cation ENT- 64, Asian Lady Beetle Infestation 
of Structures. Key points include: 

1. Lady beetle flights are heaviest on 
warm sunny days when temperatures climb 
above 60 degrees F. They tend to congregate 
initially on the sunnier, southwest sides of 
buildings in mid- afternoon. Structures that 
are shaded and not brightly illuminated by 
afternoon sun are less likely to attract the 
beetles. 

2. Once the beetles alight, they attempt to 
enter crevices and other dark openings in 
search of hibernation sites. These locations 
may be anywhere on the structure,but espe¬ 
cially beneath exterior siding,around win¬ 
dow and doorframes, soffits, fascia boards, 
and through weep holes and attic or crawl 
space vents. Sealing exterior cracks and 
openings with caulk, screening, weather 
stripping, etc., is the most effective long¬ 
term, prevention against beetle entry. (See 


ENTFACT-641 How to Pest-Proof Your 
Home.) 

3. Once the beetles are indoors,the best 
way to remove them is with a vacuum cleaner. 
When brushed or handled the beetles often 
secrete a yellowish-orange fluid,making vac¬ 
uuming a better option for indoor removal 
than brooms, mops, etc. Insecticides applied 
indoors tend to be ineffective and may stain 
or leave unwanted residues on walls, counter 
tops, and other surfaces. 

4. While sealing exterior openings is the 
more permanent means of denying ladybug 
entry, pest proofing is time-consuming and 
impractical for many clients. If a house¬ 
hold or business continues to be troubled 
by lady beetles,owners may want to enlist 
the services of a professional pest control 
firm. Some companies offer pest proofing 
services and many offer insecticide treat¬ 
ment of the building exterior,which helps to 
prevent pest entry. Fast-acting,’professional 
strength” pyrethroid formulations (e.g., 
Demand, Suspend, Talstar, Tempo) tend to 

be most effective,and can be applied 


around eaves,attic vents, windows, doors, 
underneath siding and other likely points 
of entry. 

Homeowners insistent upon applying 
exterior treatments themselves will usually 
get the most for their efforts using over-the- 
counter versions of these products such as 
Spectracide Triazicide or Bayer Advanced 
Powerforce Multi-Insect Killer. 

Purchasing the concentrated formulations 
of these products that can be diluted will 
enable the homeowner to mixup and apply 
larger volumes of material with a pump- up 
or hose-end sprayer. In order to have any 
benefit,exterior treatments must be applied 
before the beetles enter buildings to over¬ 
winter. 

5. When all else fails,customers should be 
reminded that lady beetle entry into build¬ 
ings is a relatively short-term event which 
generally runs its course by mid-November. 
The beetles sometimes emit a foul odor, 
stain indoor surfaces, and occasionally give 
a “nip” if they land on one’s skin. They do 
not breed or reproduce indoors like fleas 
or cockroaches, and constitute a nuisance 
mainly by their presence.

If you have diabetes, a flu 
shot could be a life saver

Having the flu can be hard for anyone but 
it is extra risky for people with diabetes. 
Diabetes can weaken your body’s ability to 
fight the flu virus. Being sick can raise your 
blood glucose and keep you from eating 
properly. You are also at risk of flu-related 
problems like pneumonia. So for people 
with diabetes, the flu can mean longer ill¬ 
ness. It can mean being put in the hospital 
or even death. 


Ways You Can Prevent the Flu 

*Get a flu shot every year as soon as it is 
offered each fall! 

* Avoid close contact with people who are 
sick. 

*Stay home when you’re sick to prevent 
others from catching your illness. 

*Cover your mouth and nose with a tissue 
when coughing or sneezing. Throw the tis¬ 
sue in the trash. 

* Avoid touching your eyes, nose or mouth. 
Germs spread that way. 

•Wash your hands with soap and water 


often and after you cough or sneeze. 
•Alcohol-based hand cleaners work well. 

•Make use of “wipes“ that some stores 
have to clean cart handles. 

•Practice other good health habits. Get 
plenty of sleep, be physically active, and 
manage your stress. Also drink plenty of 
fluids, and eat healthy food. 

Flu Shot Guide 

People with diabetes (6 months old or 
older) should receive flu shot every year as 
soon as it is offered each fall. Children with 
diabetes under the age of 9 who get a flu 
shot for the first time should get two doses 
at least 28 days apart. People with diabetes 
should receive the flu vaccine in a shot. The 
nasal spray vaccine is not safe for people 
with diabetes. 

NOTE: If you are allergic to eggs, check 
with your health care provider before receiv¬ 
ing any flu vaccine. 


A pneumonia shot is also important for 
people with diabetes and can be taken any¬ 
time during the year. It is a safe and easy 
way to protect yourself. 

Guide for Pneumonia Shots 

Adults and children (age 2 or more) with 
diabetes should receive a lifetime shot to 
protect against pneumonia. A second shot 
may be recommended for people with dia¬ 
betes older than 65. Discuss the need for 
this second shot with your health care pro¬ 
vider. 

The Estill County Health Department has 
flu vaccine available. Shots are given on a 
walk-in basis. For more information , call the 
health department at 723-5181.

“How is horseback riding exercise?” I asked, trying to change 
the subject. 

Pete answered as we walked to the stable. “It’s a great cardio¬ 
vascular activity. You can burn calories and develop arm and leg 
muscles.

Chloe was the first to mount her horse, Butterfly. Although 
Pete had to give her a boost, she did great. She looked like a real 
cowgirl. It was my turn next. 

Concentrating, I did exactly like Pete said. I almost made it 
on my horse, Chester, but couldn’t get my leg over. I tried again 
and almost made it. Then I hit the ground again. I went up and 
down so much I looked like a yo-yo.

As we rode along the Red River in the heart of the Daniel

My experimental recipe for the 
year is destined to become a classic, 
I think. It’s called Pumpkin Dump 
Cake and is easy to make although 
rich, fattening and all that. This des¬ 
sert is perfect to serve in the fall and 
would make a great substitute for 


pumpkin pie at Thanksgiving. 

There are several variations of this 
recipe, but here’s the one I used. I 
love the souffle texture of the pump¬ 
kin mixture with its buttery and 
slightly crunchy crumb topping. Try 
it and see what you think. 

Pumpkin Dump Cake 

1 (29 oz.) can pumpkin 

1 cup of sugar 

1 (13 oz.) can evaporated milk 

3 eggs 

4 teaspoons pumpkin pie spice (I 
used a couple of teaspoons of cin¬ 
namon, V4 teaspoon ground cloves, 
V 2 teaspoon of ground nutmeg and 
a teaspoon of pumpkin pie spice 
because I didn’t have 4 teaspoons of 
pre-mixed pumpkin pie spice.) 

1/2 tsp. salt 

1 box yellow cake mix 

1 1/2 sticks (3/4 cup) butter, melt¬ 
ed 

1 cup pecans, chopped 


Combine pumpkin, sugar, evapo¬ 
rated milk, eggs, pumpkin pie spices 
and salt in mixing bowl. Beat well. 
Pour into greased and floured 9 x 
13 inch glass pan. Sprinkle cake mix 
over pumpkin mixture. If cake mix is 
lumpy, sift it first or break the lumps 
apart with your fingers before sprin¬ 
kling it on the pumpkin. Sprinkle 
on the pecans. I took the liber¬ 
ty of sprinkling just a little brown 
sugar on top of that. (Sprinkle, 
sprinkle, sprinkle!) Pour (sprinkle?) 
melted butter over all. Bake at 350 
degrees for 50 to 60 minutes until 
knife inserted in center comes out 
clean. Watch closely toward the end 
because the pecans on top will burn 
easily. You can cover the cake loosely 
with aluminum foil for about half 
the baking time to prevent burn¬ 
ing, or do like I did and reduce the 
heat to 325 degrees. Yield: 12 to 15 
servings

Encouraging word: When compromise is not an option

Many years ago when I was a small 
boy attending a two-roomed country 
school in Cumberland County, I was 
introduced to Kentucky history. As a 
result of that exposure, I developed an 
interest in, and appreciation for, that 
subject. That interest led me to study 
Kentucky history whenever possible in 


both high school and college, and I 
found that study rewarding. It helped 
me to learn a great deal about the state in 
which I have spent most of my life. 

After learning about the settlement 
of Kentucky, one of the first bits of 
Kentucky history that I remember from 
that study involved Henry Clay, one of 
our states noted statesman and orator. 

As a resident of Lexington, Clay, over 
a number of years, served our state in 
Washington as an influential member of 
both the House of Representatives and 
the Senate. As a Senator nearing the end 
of his life, he was instrumental in formu¬ 
lating the Compromise of 1850 that led 
to him forever after becoming known as 
the “Great Compromiser.” 

Early in life I learned the meaning 
of compromise. To compromise a set¬ 
tlement is made between contending 
groups with some opposing views in 


which each side agrees to give up some 
demands and makes some concessions. 
There are times when compromise may 
be appropriate and necessary, for the 
process of give and take may lead to real 
accomplishment. 

As a small boy, the idea of compro¬ 
mise raised a serious question in my 
mind, for good parents and good teach¬ 
ers had instilled in my mind the idea 
that, in life, some things are right and 
some things are wrong; there is to be no 
compromise. 

At all time and under all circumstanc¬ 
es, one is obligated to stand firm without 
wavering for that which is known to be 
right. 

There may be, and probably are, times 
in life when situations develop that make 
compromise necessary but when prin¬ 
ciples of right and wrong are involved, 
compromise is not a viable option.
